On this date, in 1865, there died 
in England Sir Samuel Cunard, 
one of the grea‘est shipping men 
in history. Born at Halifax, he 
became one of the greatest fig- 
ures in the shipping world and a 
baronet of the British Empire 
Samuel Cunard came into the 
world at 277 Brunswick Street, 
of U. E. L. stock. His brothers 
were sea-farers and it was 
natural that Samuel should drift 
into shipping. He began buying

Then he went to Boston, to again 
meet failure.

There again he was 
rebuffed, and he went to Scot- 
land There he met Robert 
Napier, a Clyde shipbuilder, who 
was not much disposed toward 
the projec? but who gave a dinner 
at his mansion to which George 
Burns and David Mclvor, also 
famous shipbuilders, were invited 
to meet the Nova Scotian 


The two great men were inter- 
ested but not willing to then go 
in‘o any new enterprise. But 
Cunard would not be defeated 
He and Napier gave an order for 
three steamships to be delivered 
in 1840, Cunard being meantime 
awarded the mail carrying con- 
tract. He stood by the work, saw 
it completed, and on July 4, 1840 
stood on the deck of the Bri annia 
as she steamed out from Liver- 
pool under the auspices of the 
British North American Steam 
Packet Company, which was soon 
to become the Cunard Line. Four- 
teen days later the Bri‘annia 
steamed into Halifax harbor and 
the Atlantic steam service was an 
accomplished fact. 

From 1840 to 1850 Cunard ac- 
quired more steamships and won 
supremacy on the Atlantic despite 
competi‘ion from many sides, 
notably from the Collins line of 
Buston, which found, to use 
Cunard’s own words, that “The 
business of breaking windows 
with sovereigns might be fun but 
was too costly to keep up.”

The Passing Show |

The newspaper story being circulated that W. L. 
Macdonald, the British engineer, now serving a4 
two-year term in Russia after being found guilty of 
sabotage and espionage, made his confession of 
guilt (which he afterwatds withdrew) because he 
had been hypnotised, is about as lame an excuse 
as could well be offered. Authorities on hypnotism 
are agreed that a man cannot be hypnotised against 
his will 

The hypnotism story is not the first and certainly 
not the best explanation Macdonald offered, The 
first one, that he made the confession under “third 
degree” questioning, and in the belief that his chief 
had confessed, was a better one. That he confessed 
under the belief that Thornton had confessed may 
well be the truth. Police officials on this continent 
are known to exact confessions by untruthful repre- 
sentation that the accomplice has _ confessed. 
Changing the explanation of his confession from 
one that may be true to one that is unlikely to be 
true, will not carry conviction of innocence to many 
of Macdonald's countrymen.

Now that the trials are over and the sentences 
have been pronounced, the impression grows that 
the accused were given a substantially fait trial 
It was not a trial under British rules, which hold 
that an accused is innocent until he is proved 
guilty, or that would rather 99 guilty escape than 
one innocent person should be adjudged guilty. 
Much of the procedure was strange to British 
readers; that substantial justice is provided for 
under the Russian juridical system is a fair assump- 
tion. 


All of the Russians charged along with the 
British pleaded guilty and cast themselves on the 
mercy of the court. Nor did they plead for mercy 
in vain. A Canadian judge within the same week 
sentenced three youths to prison for life for robbery 
with violence. For admittedly conspiring against 
the safety of the Soviet government, causing de- 
struction of machinery and retarding the success of 
the five-year plan, the heaviest sentence imposed 
by the Soviet judge was ten years in prison. For 
this, the sentences tapered down to the eighteen 
months’ imprisonment meted out to Monkhouse's 
secretary, Anna Kutuzova, who confessed her guilt 


Action taken by Britain, and threats to stop 
trade may have helped to secure the expulsion of 
two of the British engineers found guily, and the 
comparatively light sentences imposed upon Thorn- 
ton and Macdonald. For the relatively light sen- 
tences imposed by the court upon the ten Russians 
who admitted guilt. no such explanation can be 
made. After all the harsh words that have been 
used in depicting the Soviet authorities as cruel 
and blood-lusty, it must be admitted that the sen- 
tences of the Moscow court were marked with 
humanity Few will question that had a group 
of Canadians and Russians been found guilty of 
conspiring against the safety of Canada, that a 
Canadian court would have imposed heavier sen- 
tences 

Foreign diplomats think that the British govern- 
ment erred in invoking the embargo. They think 
it will make it harder instead of easier to release 
Thornton and Macdonald, who may have to serve 
the full term of their sentences If so, Britain's 
blunder will be Canada’s gain. The items on the 
list of embargoed articles cover 80 per cent of 
Britain's Russian imports—everything in short that 
can be obtained elsewhere. It includes soft lumber, 
of which Britain had agreed to accept 780,000,000 
board feet from Russia 


Finland, Sweden and probably United States 
will compete against Canada to supply that order 
now it is taken away from Russia. With the pound 
and the dollar coming closer to parity, thanks to 
Roosevelt—Canada may be sufficiently benefitted 
by the ten per cent Imperial preference to snatch 
the order away from the other Baltic countries. If 
so, many a Canadian lumberman will bless the 
error of tactics of the British government, which 
caused the severance of trade relations.

*SPINACH AND CHEESE EN CASSEROLE: 
If the fresh spinach is available, wash thoroughly 
in several waters to remove all traces of grit. The 
water that clings to the leaves after the final wash- 
ing affords enough moisture for cooking in one of 
the heavy aluminum pans tightly covered. After 
about ten minutes’ cooking, fill the bottom of a 
casserole with he finely chopped hot spinach (if 
canned, heat before putting into casserole) and add 
a generous sprinkling of grated cheese. Add more 
spinach, another layer of grated cheese, and so on 
until the casserole is filled, covering the top with 
the grated cheese. Place in the oven until the 
cheese begins to melt, but do not allow it to brown, 
or to even become tough through actual cooking 
Serve immediately, while hot
